THE CITY CHARTER. 

The Powers Delegated to the 
Common Council and Duties 
of the Executive. 

Sec. 29. The council shall have 
power by ordinance: 

1— To levy and collect taxes upon 
all property, franchises and privileges 
taxable for State purposes. 

2 — To appropriate money and pro- 
vide for the debts and expenses of 
the city. 

3— To prevent, by quarantine laws, 
the introduction of contagious dis- 
eases into the city. 

4— To establish and erect hospitals, 
alms-houses, work-houses, &c, and 
to acquire and hold land for that 
purpose. 

5— To provide the city and inhabi- 
tants with water, light, power, heat 
and telephone service by contract or 
by works of its own. and to make 
regulations therefore and fix prices 
to private consumers. 

6— To establish and maintain fire 
companies. 

7— To open, alter, abolish, widen, 
extend, establish grade, pave or 
otherwise improve, clean, sprinkle 
and keep in repair streets, alleys, 
lanes, avenues and sidewalks; to erect 
and keep in repair bridges, culverts, 
sewers, gutters and to provide for 
the erection of all buildings for the 
use of the city and to make appro- 
priations for the same. The council 
may construct, reconstruct, maintain, 
alter, repair or change a system of 
sewers, either by general taxation or 
at the cost of the property owners. 
If constructed at the cost of the 
property owners of said city, the 
city shall be divided into not less 
than three nor more than nine dis- 
tricts, as nearly equal in area and 
population as possible, and not less 
than one district Bhall be Bewered at 
one time The cost of sewering a 
district, shall be apportioned among 
the property owners of said 
district ratably according to the 
superficial area of said property 
owners holding in the district. After 
the engineer has made the estimate 
and apportionment of the cost to 
each lot owner and the council has 
approved the engineer's report of 
same, it becomes a lien upon the 
property belonging to the property- 
holder in the district, and if not paid, 
may be collected by u suit in equity ' 
and a sale to enforue the lion.

TIIK BANK CUI8I8. 

Without Cause Depositors Make 
a Run on Lioulsvtlle Banks 
and They Were Obliged 
to Suspend. 

The suspension of the Kentucky 
National, Louisville City National, 
Merchants National, Louisville De- 
posit and Fourth National Banks of 
Louisville, on Monday and Tuesday 
of this week, threatened for a while to 
shake confidence in all the banks of 
that city as well as other cities in the 
State. The statements of the condi- 
tion of these banks, both before and 
after the suspension, showed there 
was no occasion at all for alarm 
among the depositors. They made a 
heavy run ou the first mentioned 
bank, which, closing its doors, caus- 
ed the run to be made on the other 
banks and a like necessity to sus- 
pend. No bank would want the de- 
posits if it would be required to keep 
the entire amount constantly on 
hand to meet any emergency, and 
the m*e suspension of payment of 
the banks in Louisville was not in the 
least the result of bad management 
or weak condition of the banks but 
simply an inability to realize on the 
bank's collateral. Fortunately the 
people realized this in time to restore 
confidence by Wednesday and to 
spare the rest of the banks the neces- 
sity to close their doors to the pub- 
lic. 

In this city the people demonstrat- 
ed their confidence in their moneyed 
institutions and made no effort to dis- 
turb the regular channel of business 
by withdrawing their deposits or -re- 
fusing to receive checKs. State Treas- 
urer Hale, as a safe-guard for the 
State's revenue, for which he is re- 
sponsible on his bond, declined to ac- 
cept any thing but currency in pay- 
ment of the money due the State, but 
that had no effect in the business 
community. It could easily be per- 
ceived that the whole trouble had no 
foundation in fact, and that it only 
required a few days for the restor- 
ation of confidence and general re 
sumption of trade when the people 
would look back at this week's crisis 
and wonder why they were alarmed 
without an adequate cause.

THE KENTUCKY RIVER. 

Appropriations for the Kana- 
wha and Necessity Now lor 

Urgenl Action to obtain ' 

Justice for Kentucky. 

The official figures on the cost of 
the improvement of the Kanawha 
river and the tonnage shipments of 
coal from that valley for a period of 
ten years, are matters which, 
gether with the money paid into the 
United States treasury for a year 
from Kentucky tobacco and whisky 
alone should be brought immediately 
to the attention of the Secretary of 
War. If West Virgina, which does 
not compare with Kentucky in the 
amount of revenue collected, can se- 
cure on June 30, 1892, an appropria- 
tion of $2,679,600 toward the improve 
ment of the navigation of the 
Kanawha river; on July 13 of the 
same year $225,000 additional, and 
also authority to make contracts to 
complete the work, estimated at 
$1,080,700, or a.total sum within one 
year of $3,886,200, surely Kentucky, 
which last fiscal year ending June 
30th, 1893, paid into the General 
Government, through the Internal 
Revenue districts. $26,618,820, ought, 
with slight effort on the part of her 
Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, to be able to secure for the 
Kentucky river at least one million 
dollars. The present improved con- 
dition of the Kanawha has already 
been the direct means of increasing 
>» tbe tonnage shipments of coal from 
16,260,356 in 1882 to 67,631,888 in 1892, 
opening to the Ohio and Mississippi 
valley the free lockage Kanawha as 
a competitor to the heavy tollage 
Monongahela, reducing prices very 
materially and rendering coal 
famines almost an impossibility. 
But why should Kentucky, with her 
vast fields of coal, marketable 
through the speedy completion of 
this river improvement at a less cost 
than it requires for the Kanawha, 
pay tribute to another State? Louis- 
ville, as well as this city and the 
counties along and through which 
the Kentucky river flows, should 
present the necessity of a large ap- 
propriation for this river so forcibly 
to the Secretary of War as to leave 
him no room to evade the issue of 
bis signature to a request for $1,000,000 
from Congress.

in Congress show their value to their 
constituencies by obtaining equal 
justice in the river and harbor appro- 
priations with a State like West Vir- 
ginia, and thereby securing to the 
Kentucky river, which is even more 
important|£to the whole Ohio and 
Mississippi valley than the Kanawha, 
a sum sufficient to push the improve- 
ments rapidly forward, without 
cessation, to the coal and iron coun- 
ties of Eastern Kentucky.

WORLD'S FAIR NOTES. 
A Few Pointers About Chicago. 

As a great many readers of the 
Roundabout wiU make their first 
trip to Chicago during the World's 
Fair, a few pointers regarding the 
geography of the city will be appre- 
ciated.

The chances are ten 
to one that vou will be within a few 
minutes' walk of the very place you 
have selected for your headquarters.

THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 

Contracts Made for the Disposal 
of the Bonds and Construc- 
tion of the Road. 

The electric street railway is now 
under contract. Messrs. Lindsay & 
Wilgus, brokers, of New York City, 
have entered into agreements to dis- 
pose of the bonds of the company 
and to superintend and manage the 
construction of the railway. The 
laying of the tracks, wiring, erection 
of poles, power house and car barn 
was awardefl to Frank Whitley, a 
large contractor of Springfield, Ohio, 
who has already purchased the rails 
and made arrangements for the rest 
of the material to complete his con- 
tract on or before November 1, 1893. 
Cross ties are now being laid on the 
streets and a force of men will soon 
be at work laying the rails and put- 
ting up the poles. This railway will 
be one of the most advanced steps 
towards keeping pace with the times 
that the city has taken for many 
years, and to hinder its progress by 
circumscribing its limits, would be a 
detriment to the city which would 
directly or indirectly affect the inter- 
ests of every property holder, not 
only in the city but for a number of 
miles beyond its boundaries. The 
city council, at its meeting Wednes- 
day night, acted wisely in holding 
that the Lawrenceburg Turnpike 
Company bad no more claim to Todd 
street between Murray and Logan 
than a right of way, which the elec- 
tric railway can equally claim to 
possess, and any attempt on the part 
of the turnpike company to binder 
the construction of the railway along 
that street should receive the prompt 
co-operation of the city in the en- 
forcement of the railway company's 
rights. The prosperity of the city 
should not be retarded by any citi- 
zen or company, and no well wisher 
of Frankfort will make his personal 
interests, similar to the claims of the 
turnpike company, which, even if they 
should be upheld, will be of no real 
value to him, superior to the general 
welfare of a city which requires 
more room for its growing needs and 
to encourage manufacturing
